I am requesting community project funding for the City of Henderson’s Public Safety Mental 

Health & Wellness Program for fiscal year 2024. The entity to receive funding for this project is 

the City of Henderson, located at 240 S. Water Street, Henderson, NV 89015.

This project is an appropriate use of taxpayer funds because it will address suicide, mental health 

conditions, and the stress that public safety officers face related to their duties. The mental health 

and wellness of these employees ensure that the city is managing critical incidents, crime, 

roadway safety, and other services that impact the daily life of every member of our community.

U.S.C. § 10152.
